He  did  not  thai  in  the  desert  nor 
rtce  to  the  caverns  for  inspiration  :  but 
tbv  forest  and  the  scream  and  the 
prairie— silence  aud  solitude  aud  dis- 
tance— nourished  the  dream  ol  power, 
revealed  to  him  himself.  11c  bad  lew- 
books  and  no  teachers.  Man  and  na- 
ture wrro  the  volumes  which  lie  read 
most  easily  and  Studied   most  asstdu- 

llr  was  not  profoundly  versed  in  the 
lore  ol  tbc  past,  hut  the  facts  of  the 
present  were  indelibly  stamped  upou 
his  mind.

>impk>.  11c  did  not  waste  time  in 
elaborating  systems  lur  the  future  or 
reasons  for  ihe  past.

lb  words  vrtrc  like  winged  arrows. 
He  used  the  simple  dialect  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  spoke  directly  to  tbeir  hearts. 


:  did  not  profess  to  be  more  pro- 
foundly versed  in  the  philosophy  and 
hi-torr  of  thi?  question  than  others. 
th»  toe  contrary,  in  this  respect  he 
followed  gladly  where  others  led.  Ho 
seconded  rather  than  directed  in  any 
considerable  degree  the  efforts  to  awak- 
en interest  in  the  character  of  slavery 
and  to  combine  Ac  people  ot  tbc  North 
in  philanthropic  movement-  iu  behalf 
of  the  slaves.  Justice  rather  than  pity 
marked  his  a.titnde  toward  them. 


A*  a  philanthropist  be  was  interior 
to  tboa-aods  ;  as  a  student  of  I  be  facts 
of  bi'tory  and  pontics  he  was  easily 
distanced  by  scores  of  his  contempora- 
ries .  as  a  fervid  aud  impassioned  ora- 
tor be  wa»  excelled  by  many  ;  hut  as 
one  who  realized  the  peril  ot  tlie  hour 
and  ha/I  power  to  make  the  voice  ol 
the  people  in  very  truth  the  voice  ol 
God,  he  wa»  easily  foremost,  la  ca- 
oaurity  lo  devise  a  way  of  escape  from 
peril,  and  to  lead  the  people  wuTrasrly 
and  gladly  along  the  narrow  path  by 
hich  alone  safety  was  poaaihle,  be 
•as  unapproached  by  any  man  of  his 
day. 

The  party  representing  the  auti- 
ilavcry  idea,  which  had  been  baaed  ou 
the  declaration  tlial  "the  repression  ol 
slavery"  »a»  desirable,  recoiled  from 
its  fir»t  conflict  with  the  •tare-power 
less  demoralized  try  defeat  (hen  amazed 
at  the  ucar  approach  to  victory  which 
it  ha>l  accomplished.

Hut  the  proposil ion  which  Mr.  Lin- 
coln put  forth,  while  ortvrtng  (ho  most 
perfect  possible  reply  to  the  theory  ol 
"s..ualler  sovcreiiitty,"  wns  nlso  ouc 
which  put  m>i  ouly  the  c\|>oundor  ol 
that  doctrine  but  ovcu  the  mau  who  vnts 
merely  tolcraut  ol  slavery,  on  hi«  ile- 
fonce.  It  was  al  oncv  a  parry  nnd  a 
thriisl.  lt  was  like  a  turn  of  the  wrist 
of  the  c*pert  swordsman  It  seemed 
so  easv  thai  wo  forgot  the  |iowcr,  Ihe 
Skill,  the  iutoUael  thai  lay  bcliiml  lis 
elucidaliou  nu.l  its  ..pplinilion.  Il  m;1 
over  agaiust  the  |>erils  ol  slavery  the 
blessings  of  liberty.  Througl)  the  dread 
of  slavery  it  lm|N;llitl.  a"<l  by  I  ho  love 
uflibarty  it  induevHl  wv-opftraiion  in  any 
mo\euieuttli«t>liouhl  most  readily  and 
easily  destroy  iho  one  a  ml  establish  Ihe 
other.  It  was  a  Irumpol-eall  that  mus- 
lcre«l  at  once  all  the  forces  ul  liberty 
agaiust  the  lilc  ol  shivery. 

The  South  recognised  it  as  Ihe  sum- 
mons to  the  last  great  battle.  They  |H>r- 
oeivod  the  lH.wvr  ol  the  uow  lender 
even  before  his  own  iuv«ociates  Inn-amc 
aware  of  it.  To  the  latler  ho  vvus 
known  simply  a-  a  vali.iut  soldier  who 
had  met  the"  champion  of  slavery  ou 
his  chosen  Bckl,  aud  iu  tho  fatv  ol  i.s- 
surcd  defeat  had  phvutcd  dwply  and  se- 
curely the  scads  of  ultimate  victory. 
They*  thought  of  him  only  as  oue  who, 
siugle-haniM  ami  alone,  had  won  front 
tho  eiwiny  an  ititpo  lattt  stronghold. 
The  chicls  in  tho  anti-slavery  move- 
ment had  no  thought  of  acknowledging 
him  as  their  leader.  Seward  nnd 
Sumucr  aud  Wade  aud  Greeley  and 
Cliaseandr.id.lii.es  and  Gerril  Smith 
add  Wcudcll  I'hillips,  ami  n  hundred 
m..re  almost,  would  have  laughed  at 
the  idea  of  this  uncouth  child  of  the 
prairie  stepping  up  before  them  ami  oc- 
cupying, before  all  the  world  aud  for  nil 
lime,  unquestioned  pre-ctuiuenco  tis 
'"Iho  great  Kmnncipator." 

Hut  the  force  of  ix  blow  must  be 
judged  by  its  results,  and 
the  power  of  the  man  who  gives 
it  by  the  ease  with  which  it  is 
delivered.  Judged  by  this  rule.  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  established  nu  uuqocs- 
tiooed  right  to  the  foremost  place  as  n 
leader  wheu  hy  a  single  scnteuce  he 
made  victory  uot  only  possible  hut  inev- 
itable— fused  a  thousand  discordant 
motives  into  ouc,  and  brought  tho  anti- 
'lavery  struggle  dowu  from  iho  domain 
of  humanttariau  theory  to  tho  level  of 
tangible  universal  iutcresl.  lie  dis- 
covered nothing,  hut  he  transmuted 
weakness  into  power. 

The  South,  with  surer  prescience, 
saw  its  enemy  afar  off.  Il  recognized 
the  master-stroke  aimed  at  the  corner- 
stone instead  of  the  outworks  ol  the 
citadel. 

It  was  trom  an  impulse  ol  self- 
defence  therefore,  that  the  press  nud 
politicians  of  the  South  leveled  their 
batteries  of  invective,  of  ridicule,  of 
infamy  against  him,  iu  the  vniu  hope 
of  destroying  him  before  bis  power  was 
understood  and  appreciated  by  his 
friends.  So  the  great,  kindly,  ptirc- 
beartcd  Saul  became  n  "moustcr,"  n 
"baboon,"  a  "down,"  a  "beast"— all 
that  was  infamous  aud  foul  and  rcmnins 
sucb  to  this  day  to  many  thousands  to 
whom  his  life  w  as  n  most  bcncficicnt 
providence.  Iu  nothing  did  Ilis  great- 
ness show  more  clearly  than  in  the  (net 
that  nothing  provoked  him  to  «ngcr, 
and  he  made  answer  to  no  aspcrsiou. 
Unfaltering  in  his  devotion  to  tho 
principle  that  liberty  and  slavery  could 
not  co-exist,  unswerving  in  his  faith  in 
tbc  wisdom  and  fidelity  of  the  people, 
he  trod  alone  the  pathway  which  Ills 
genius  first  discerned,  along  dizzy 
heights,  through  fateful  fens,  iu  the 
darkness  and  in  the  light ;  never  goiug 
too  fast  to  cnahlc  the  whole  people  to 
follow  his  course,  and  never  moving 
slow  when  once  a»«nred  ol  the  sop- 
port  which  was  nc.-cssnry  to  success  ; 
undaunted  by  fear  ind  unbliudcd  hy 
ambition,  until  the  cod  was  reached 
aod  his  work  was  accomplished.  Slav- 
„  venged  iisolf  through  him.  The 
child  ol  the  "poor  white"  of  the  Kcu- 
lucky  knob*  liberated  not  Iho  slave  ou- 
ly,  but  those  whom  the  slave  had  beco 
made  the  inrtiumcut  to  degrade.  Not 
Kmnncipatcr  ooly,  but  Liberator,  will 
he  be  hailed  whet,  the  centuries  look 
buck  uoou  him. 

It  was  uot  latcau'c  ouc  iniiu  schemed 
r  another  fallcrrd  that  Abraham  Lilt- 
ilnramc  lo  the  leadership  of  the  hosts 
of  freedom.  Neither  was  il  through 
the  merit  ol  auy  or  all  ol  his  advisers 
that  be  succeeded  in  accomplishing  the 
task  set  before  him,  but  chiclly  through 
hia  own  consummate  genius  ami  un- 
matched power.  Il  was  uot  luck  but 
IntclUrt  that  brought  him  from  obscur- 
ity to  the  forefront  ol  Ihe  greatest 
movement  in  hist  Ty.  Tim  men  who 
stood  beside  him  were  pigmies  iu  prac- 
tical power  when  ruinpurcd  with  llltn. 
lie  was  «»  grrnl  that  he  needed  no 
padding,  and  was  .-areie..  of  hi.  fume. 
As  he  came  I  mm  the  jieoplc  so  In:  Ictt 
himself  fearlcasly  iu  their  hands.

Au  nmnsing  Incident  occurred  in  con 
ucetiou  with  tho  division  on  tho  affirm- 
ation hill  iu  the  House  ol  Commons. - 
ll  was  kuowu  that  the  division  would 
bo  very  close.

.  visit  was  mado  yestorday  rooruiug 
to  tbe  roar  of  the  teucment  bouses 
owned  by  the  Adriatic  Mills  Company, 
to  inspect  tho  work  of  the  Odorless 
Kxcavating  Company,  which  has 
contract  for  removiug  iho  coutenti 
all  the  cess  pools  and  vaults  in  the 
city.

Ttio  cess- 
pools were  first  cleaned  out,  tho  con- 
tents being  put  into  tanks  and  barrels.

Another  time  he  bor- 
rowed SUM)  of  me  to  conic  to  New- 
York  and  get  some  rebel  friend  out  of 
prison  ;  be  was  |>oor  and  so  was  1 , 
and  1  had  to  rake  to  get  the  money 
nnd  ho  to  pay  it  back.  1  found  his 
wardrobe  iu  Canada  nnd  sent  it  to  his 
mother;  ho  had  shipped  it  to  Nassau 
nnd  the  >  csscl  had  been  wrecked.
